A Danger That Has Passed. 

A quarter of a century ago the 
congestion of popnlation in cities 
was the darkest cloud on the hori^ 
zon of modern life. The social 
forces of the time acted as a huge 
compressor, packing more and 
ever more people into a rigidly 
limited area. The size of the cities 
could not substantially increase— 
the people had to be within horse- 
car distance of the places in which 
they earned their livings—and the 
only recourse seemed to bo to pile 
story upon story of dark, unsani¬ 
tary tenements. Philadelphia had' 
still maintained the old- tradition’ 
of the family home, hut even there! 
it seemed as if the tenemeut could 
not be kept out much longer. 

Rapid transit and the telephone 
have changed the whole outlook, 
The growth of cities is no longer 
alarming, for the cities are grow¬ 
ing in extent even faster than in 
population, and such overcrowd¬ 
ing as remains is largely a mere 
traditional survival. City and 
country are merging, and it will 
soon be impossible to tell where 
one ends and the other begins. 

A city used to be a little black 
dot on the map. Now it is a'greab 
splotch. It used to be a small sub- 
divisiou of a county. Now Now 
Y'ork city contains four entire 
counties, and is overflowing into 
half a dozen more, in two States. 
With the present facilities fox- 
transportation a man may readily 
live thirty miles from his bixsiuess. 
A city with a radius of thirty 
miles would cover 2827 square 
miles—more than twice the area of 
the State of Rhode Island. It 
could contain ten million people I 
and be no more crowded than a I 
country village. It could contain | 
a hundred millions and be less] 
ci'owded than New York was twen-1 
ty-flve years ago. The entire pres¬ 
ent population of the United 
States could be accommodated! 
with the greatest comfort in onei 
such city, and the entire popula¬ 
tion a century hence could be ac¬ 
commodated iu half a dozen. 

This is without i-esorting lo any 
of the means of conoexxtration im-i 
agined by Mr. H. G. Wells—vast! 
beehives, with tier upon tier of! 
apartments, inhabited by swarm-i 
ing inultitudes. In a city of thir-j 
ty miles radius a hundred million I 
people could live .with asepax-ate] 
semi-detached house on a com¬ 
fortable lot for every family. I 
j And a thirty-mile x-adius, of 
j course, is not the limit. It is only 
1 the beginning. It is only what a 
I proper organization of tho trans-i 
I portaiion business woula put with- 
I in our reach to-day without a sln-j 
gle new invention. Rapid transit! 
at a hundred miles an hour is 
plainly in sight, and that means 
cities of a hundred miles radius, or 
over 31,000 square miles. It means 
I the coalescence of Now Y'oi-k, Phil¬ 
adelphia, Baltimore, and Wash¬ 
ington, or iu other words, the com¬ 
plete obliteration of the line be¬ 
tween city and country and be¬ 
tween one city and another. Most 
of us may live to see the time 
wheix the terms “urban” and “ru- 
x-a)’’ shall have become obsolete, 
and all life will, be suburban.— 
Saturday Evening Post.

MORE S HIPS READY 

To Join In Preucli Demonstration 
Against Turkey If Necessary 
Paris, Nov. 4,—M. Delea.sse, minis¬ 
ter of f.jreign affairs, yesterday tele¬ 
graphed M. Bapst councillor of the 
Preueh embassy in Oonstatntinople, di- 
itecting liiju to pre.seul at once to the 
Ottoman minister of foreign al’faii's a i 
note asking hpiv the Turkish goveru-1 
ment proposes to pay the Lorn udo claim 
aDcl (loiuancliiig the execution of the 
sultan’s irade dealing with the maitter. 
the note will also request satisfaction 
regarding the rights of Prance which 
are defined in the various e.apitulatlons 
and treaties, and which in some eases 
have not been respected and in others 
have been eneroaelied upon by Turkov 
I Admiral. Caillard is expected to reach 
his destination today. Tiie foreign 
oflice lias received no neivs from him 
since his division left the other divi¬ 
sions of tile Mediterranean squadron en 
rontu i'or Turkish 'wntei's. 

It is pointed out th.at the absence of 
news is not surprising, as the instruc¬ 
tions to Admirai Caillard were to st or 
(.nie .south and avoid pa,s,sing in sight 
of Bdulaeio, Corsica, or traver.slng ilie 
strait of Messina in order to prevent his 
movements being signalled. 

It is expected that Admiral Caillard 
will be .toined en route by tbe torpedo 
cruiser Loudor, wbicb is stationed in 
Cretan waters, and may be met by tiie 
torpedo dispatcii boat Vautocor. w'dildi 
m stationed at Constantinople. It is 
also probable that tbe armored cruiser 
^ylmiral Ciiaruer, tvbicb arrived at Port - 
baid Oct. 31 from the far east, is being 
held Uiore in order to.ioin Admiral Cail- 
lard If needed. It is further rerorted ' 
that tliree other -warships are held in 
leadiness at Toulon to reinforce him J 
should their presence be necessary. ’

Bellows Palls, Vt„ Noy, A.^After a 
quorrel hetiYeen Clevelancl Jones, 15 
years old, and Geaorge H. Briggs, a 
neighbor, in Lungdon, N. H,, young 

.Tones’ mother, Mr,s, Ohauiieey .Tones, 
wa.s Tiiot and killed on Saturday by 
Briggs, Briggs gaye himself up and 
was talcen to Newport, N, H. l-ris case 
will conie up before the grand .iury, 
which meet.? at Newport next Tuesd.iy*. 

Briggs wa.s driving home some cattle 
from a pasture near the Jones houss, 
when Oleveland Jones eame into the 
field .and Briggs alleges that The boy 
purposely frightened the cattle, cauit 
Ing them to scatter. Young Jon!S 
claims that he went Into the field lo get 
an old copper boiler there, and that he 
did not intentionally scare' the cattle. 
A lively dispute is said to have en.suod, 
in which hard names ■were called by 
both and there was much profanitja 
Pin.al]y Jones made a retort that an¬ 
gered Briggs so that the boy .says Briggs 
said, with a horrible oath, "I’ll ;-leau out 
the wholeTot of you,” 

Briggs then went'fo Ins bouse, a short 
distance away, and after seciirin.’’’ a re¬ 
volver, went to the Jones lionse. l^’rom 
the higbtv.ay in front of tlie iiotiso he 
yelled that he would shoot the (irst one 
who came out of the house. Mrs. Jones 
•and her five children, of whom Cleve¬ 
land .Tones is the eldest, wore in the 
house .at the time. Oleveland .Tones says 
that none of them went Into the yard, 
and thatiBriggs then eame to tlie'liaek 
door. Tile mother went to meet him in 
the hall, when young .Tones .‘=.a,vs Briggs 
fired his revolver and Mrs. .rones rim 
into the kitchen, crying, "My God, he 
has -Shot me.’’ 

Briggs, according to the ho.v, then 
rushed into the kitchen and shot yTrs; 
Jones in the back tivice. She ran iiito 
the sitting room and fell to the floor. 
Young .Tones grabbed Briggs by tiie 
knees and he says Briggs fired two siiots 
at him, neither taking effect. The re¬ 
volver by this time was empty, and the 
children succeeded in escaifiug to a 
neighbor’s. V 

Cleyela.nd .Tones went to the ilfiee of 
A. S. Or,am, a .lustice of the peace, .and 
said Briggs had shot his mother, but 
that' she -was not inuch hurt. Mr. Cram 
at once drove to Alstead, N. H,, where he 
went to the office of L.awyer Smith, to 
have papers made out against Briggs. 
■V^hile he was there, Briggs himself 
came into the office and said that he 
would give himself up, atthe same time 
handing to Gram a revolver, supposed 
to he the one with which the shooting 
was done. At this time it was fully 
loaded. 

Briggs seemed, greatly excited, but 
was finally persuaded to return to his 
home with Blr. Gram. Deputy Sheriff 
Boyd of Clai’emont, N. H., wa.S' sum¬ 
moned and took Briggs info custody. 

When the neighbors and the town 
authorities reached the Jones house they 
found Mrs._ Jones’ body lying on the fioor 
in the sitting room, Where the woman 
had fallen when shot in the hack. The 
chin was black from powder, showing 
that one shot must have been fired at 
very close range. There Were also two 
wounds in the back, within three inches 
of each other, and hhth directly back of 
the heart. The doctor said de.ath must 
have been in.stantaneous after these two 
shots were fired. 

The neighbors say there has been 
much trouble between the Briggs .and 
•Tones families for the past six mouths, 

It having started over a dispute as to 
a right of way through land which 
Briggs cl.aiined belonged to him. Mr. 
Jones made an .application to the select- 
rneii for this right of w.ny. Briggs re¬ 
sisted the laying out of the road, and It 
is s.aid by the neighbors th.at there h.ave 
been coritiniial quarrels between the 
two f.amilies ever since. 

Briggs is 45 years old and lived in 
Langdon with a wife and two children, 
b.aving come there three years ago. It 
is said that he has a wife and one or two 
children living in the vicinty of Barre, 

Vt., hut it is not knotvn whether or not 
he has been divorced from the woman. 

Jit’. Jones, the luishniid of the dead 
woman, has been a millwright in the 
employ of tho International Paper com¬ 
pany at Bellows F.alls for 15 years. 

He is a cpiiet man ad has a large'circle 
of friends. Mrs. Jones was about 40 
years of age. 

Briggs’ wife was in the. field no.-ir the 
Jones house at tlie time of the .slioofina, 
but says site did not see it done and 
knows noli ting about it.

A DRAMATIC SCENE 


i 


Excommunicated Priest HumiHated 
In Presence* of Many Parishioners 
Chicago, Nov. 4..~In Holy Name 
Cathedral' ye.sterday, in the presence of 
fully 1000 pari.sliipners, .leremiah Crow¬ 
ley, the excoirimuinicated Roman Cath¬ 
olic priest, was publicly humiliated by 
order of the authorities of the church 
Father Crowley had entered the 
church uuahserved, passing down the 
center aisle, and h,ad taken a seat al¬ 
most under the pulpit. Solemn high 
m.a.ss was being celebrated at the time. 
When the presence of Father Crowley 
became known. Chancellor Barry was 
hurriedly sent for. Upon entering the 
cathedral he went to the seat where 
the e.Xcommunicated clergyman was 
kneeling and ordered him to leave the 
chnreh. Father Croivley refused to go, 
saying: ‘‘Put me out if you dare.” 

The strain was intense. There was no 
resort to force, however. Chancellor 
Barry signalled to a man in the choir 
loft and tlie sound of the organ ceased 
and the singing of the choir was hushed. 
^The priests in the altar stopped the 
solemn service and walked to the 
benches .and laid aside their Vestments. 
The altar boys marched out of the 
sanctuary through a side door and the 
priests, clad in tiieir cassocks, followed. 
The next moment the hundreds of incan¬ 
descent lights in the vaulted .arches 
were extiuguislied and the candle lights 
on the altar were put out. , 

The strain was broken when Chan¬ 
cellor Bari’y appeared in the pulpit and 
.said: ‘‘Owing to the presence in tlii.s 
sacred edifice of an excommunicated 
priest, the solemn high mass h.as been 
suspended. M’e will proceed with a 
low mass.” 

No sermon was delivered, however, 
and the ma.ss was at an end before the 
congregation was calm again. The 
pari.shioners lingered around the cath¬ 
edral and watched the deposed priest as 
he hurried away. None spoke to him.

OJ! tlie Ihousands of Norwegians 
and Swedes set upon the prairies of 
the Dakotas 20 years ago compara- 
ilivoiy few read or understood Eng¬ 
lish. It Aras surprising, though, 
how quickly they adjusted thern- 
sfih'Ps to their new cnvironnrept, 
(While the women worked in the 
jjrairie fields rath the men, while all 
were tillers of the soil and carriers 
of burdens, they yet found time to 
master much of the new tongue, to 
open American schools and to pur¬ 
chase American books and neu^s- 
papers. When the first hard winter 
came, many of the men and unmen 
willingly ivcnt to school on^such 
days as the blizzards permitted and 
pored orer spelling books and arith¬ 
metic witli the children. 

In the Ila}' Meadows school-dis¬ 
trict was a Norwegian family of the 
name of Torgeson. The mother, 
Anna, was perhaps 22 or 23 years 
old. The father was 30. The 
three children were toddlers, too 
young for school and books. Never¬ 
theless udien winter school opened, 
Anna Torgeson, with one child at 
her breast and two at her skirts, ^ 
forced her ivay across the prairie to 
the sod schoolhouse and 'asked for 
admission. Torgeson himself did 
not go with her. He ivas one of 
the feiv who opposed any effort to 
change the order of things that had 
prevailed in the home land. He pro¬ 
posed to be a Norseman to the last 
of his days. He would speak in no 
tongue but his own. He would go 
to no church but the “kirk,”' and 
that not existing on the prairies he 
would do Avithout worshqj. 

He AA_mre liis peaked hat, his oiled 
coat. Ills skin trousers and avoided 
his American neighbors except as 
he was forced to trade with them. 
Although he soon understood a few 
words of English when, a land office 
collector came for the last payment 
on his final proof notice, he would 
speak to him only in the Norse 
,tongue. Then the strong arm of 
the government reached out and 
Torgeson Avas frightened. He broke 
his vows and spoke in English until 
the title to his land was clear. 

The hay meadows district was a 
temperance community. The set¬ 
tlers from the distant lands of the 
north Avere strongly religious, hard 
.workers, moderate in all habits, 
kindly to all Ayho met them. That 
Torgeson should be the one among 
them to fail to rightly accept the 
new life, in the republic pained 
them. They earnestly labored Avith 
him, but he would not listen. When 
•Anna Torgeson made known her de¬ 
sire to attend the district school, he 
su^ore loudly and at first said she 
should not go. Later he answered 
her pleadings: 

^ “Go if you Avill, but you put some¬ 
thing between us tAVO you Avill never 
get over. I am as my fathers Avere. 

If you Avould be different, all right, 
but it will go hard Avith both of us 
later,” 

Anna Torgeson Avas straight of 
limb and blue of eyes. , She was 
beautiful when Torgeson made her 
his bride. Motherhood but added 
to her charms. She had mind, too 
quick Avitted intelligence, a rare 
aptitude for knoAving the best and 
clinging to it. Eor her childrens 
sake she believed she ought to at¬ 
tend the district school. When 
Torgeson finally gave his consent, 
tilie wound her arms about his neck 
and kissed him long, but Torgeson 
pushed her away and groAvled.

I All through November and De¬ 
cember of that dreary winter Anna 
Torgeson made her Avay to the 
schoolhouse and Avorked for mas¬ 
tery of the .linglish tongue. Torge¬ 
son staid at the farm minding the 
cattle and their fodder or brooding 
over his pipe and cups. Tliat his 
Avife should not side Avith him was 
tlio bitterest thing he had to endure. 

He Avas not a bad man, only a 
cruelly obstinate one, and, having 
started on the wrong path, he would 
not turn back and find the right 
one. ,Ho might have made his 
.Avifo’s Avintcr a bright one. Ho 
could have taken out the sledge and 
driven her and the children the 
short mile to the schoolhouse, but 
ho would not. No matter how 
deep the snoAV and fierce the winds, 
he let them go alone, tmaided, un¬ 
less neighbors gave a helping hand. 

, When Januaiy, the worst month 
of the season, came, he made no ef- 
jfort to assist them. So wide was 
■the gulf between husband and wife 
now that he even lot the Now Year’s 
pass without the home celebra¬ 
tion they had never missed before. 

Even that night, when Anna Torge¬ 
son came to where ho fcroodod in 
his chair and, weeping, bulged him 
to bo the man of tneir first-days, ho 
pushed'her from him^and anairered; 
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“I am not yf yours. ..[ have not 
(Enanged, It is you that lias chang¬ 
ed, Let it be.” ^ 

Anna Torgeson went on with the 
school, jiraying every night to her 
God that her husband might yet 
aAvaken and be one Avitlj her again. 
In the school she was the most apt 
pupil, She AAus the first to learn to 
Avrite English, the first to be able to 
spell English rightly. Her neigh¬ 
bors, many of whom had knoAvn her 
before her marriage, rejoiced over 
her progress, 

“Torgeson will be proud of his 

wife yef,” they said. 1. ^. 

But Torgeson remained bitterly 
against her. Only the babies gave 
her love and comfort. 

A January day came when the 
aim rose warm oAmr the snow cover¬ 
ed prairies and in the air there was 
a false Avliisper.of spring, The hay 
meadows folk on their way to the 
school shook their head. They had 
learned that tliis beauty of nature, 
at such a time meant coming terror 
of blinding sleet and, cleathly cold. 
All through the morning the sun¬ 
shine flooded the interior of the 
schoolhouse and the Avater dripped 
from the suoav covered sod eaves, 
but the pupils Avithin did not trust 
the AAnrnith. At noon they ate 
their lunches by the open door, but 
none failed to notice the groAving 
gra 3 mess of the sky in the north 
and the change in the sweep of the 
Avind. 

When school closed, a frightful 
blizzard was upon them. The ther¬ 
mometer had fallen to far below 
zero and the air was filled with sleet 
that cut the skin like chopped glass. 
The twelve pupils of the school 
looked at each other in the groAvlng 
darkness. Every Avoman present 
had a man to guide her home but 
Anna Torgeson. Every child had 
a man protector but the children of 
Anna Torgeson. 

“The rest of you will go on,” said 
Anna Torgeson. “There is some 
fuel here. I and my children will 
stay until this is over.” 

Some offered to guide her home 
before they went their oAvn way, hut 
she said the storm Avas growing 
Averse every minute and they must 
hasten for their own safety.

Late that afternoon, AAutli the 
most aAvfnl storm he had ever 
knOAvn - hoAvliiig about his home, 
Torgeson got that note, and the 
bearer did not dare' to leave him for 
his life so fierce Avas the blast.

The first thing to do for .a corn is to 
get netA’ shoes that are so snug as wot 
to rub the foot anywhere and so loose 
as not to make pressure in one spot 
more than in another. 

The top of the corn may be pared 
AAiith A'sharp knife, extreme care being 
taken, especially in the case of the 
aged, not to cut the sound skin, or It 
may be filed doAvn to the level of the 
surrounding skin, or the entire corn 
may sometimes be loosened with a dull 
knife blade or by the finger nail and 
extracted from. Its bed. 

AVhen this eaiinot be done, removal 
maj' be facilitated .b.v moistening tbe 
corn GA’ery otlier daj' with glacial acet¬ 
ic acid, tlie softened part being subse-'- 
queiUly scraiied away with a dull knife 
or a small file. A salve containing 
salicylic acid applied every night will 
also frequently loosen the corn so that 
it can be pulled out. This is the basis 
of many of tbe popular corn plasters. 

A soft corn, wdiicb is merely a eora 
tliat is alivays moist on account of its 
location on the inner surface of bne of' 
the toes, should be treated by keeping 
a piece of absorbent cotton between 
the toes so as to prevent maseeration 
and by bathing it frequently with 
strong alum water.

How to Buy Oilcloth. 

In buying an oilcloth for a floor en¬ 
deavor to obtain one that was manufac¬ 
tured several years before, as tbe lon¬ 
ger it has been made previous to use 
the better if w’ill wear, from the paint 
becoming hard and durable. An oil¬ 
cloth that has been made within the 
year is scarcely worth buying, as the 
paint will be defaced in a very little 
time, it requiring a long while to sea¬ 
son. An oilcloth should never be scrub¬ 
bed with a brush, but after being-first 
swept it should be cleaned by washing 
with a large soft cloth and lukewarm 
or cold water. On no account use soap 
or take water that is hot, as either of 
them will certainly bring off the paint. 
■When it has dried, you may sponge it 
with milk, which will brighten and pre¬ 
serve the colors, and then wipe it with 
a soft, dry cloth.

Often to a beef and potato hash Span¬ 
ish sweet peppers are added, together 
with chopped onion. A beef hash is 
much improA'ed by tomato sauce. 

How to Boil Vegetables, 

A cookiiJg teacher’s directions for 
boiling A'ogetables, even onion, cab¬ 
bage or cauliflower, without filling the 
house with an unpleasant smell are to 
cover the vegetables with boiling salt¬ 
ed water and stand tbe kettle aside;
